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This is a Supplemental Brief in response to the "Notification of Non-Compliant 
Appeal Brief mailed August 31, 2009, The Notification alleges that the Brief filed on 
June 29, 2009 fails to identify which claims are involved in the appeal. However, on the 
first page of the Brief, it is stated that "this is a brief in support of appeal from the final 
rejection of claims 1 - 28 in the Office Action mailed January 28, 2009. Claims 1 - 28 
are currently pending and are the subject of this appeal " (emphasis added). Thus, the 
Brief in fact identified the claims involved in the appeal.
